OLD FASHIONED HINTS. 

How to Aid the Housewife's Struggle 
For Cleanliness. 

It would seem as if about half ol 
woman's whole duty In life, if she fob 
lows the profession nt housewife, con¬ 
sists of various kinds of cleaning- 
lighting and struggling day after day 
against just plain dirt. Yet when you 
eol .--idet' how largely our civilization 
depends on the elimination of dirt this 
doesn’t seem such a tiresome duty, 
after all. 

The haliy's bath, washing clothes, 
cleaning rooms, ‘‘doing dishes,’ dust¬ 
ing all these things that lake up so 
large a share of I he housewife's time 
are simply phases of the general eru 
sade against dirt. 

Here are some old fashioned hints 
to aid the process of cleaning: 

To eienn grease spots from clothing 
or carpet an old and good rule calls 
for four parts of alcohol to one part 
of ammonia anil half as much ether 
as iimmniii.i. Apply the mixture to 
the spot and then rub with clear wa¬ 
ter and a cloth. 

To take grease spots from rugs or 
carpets, if you act at once, a thorough 
coating of cornmenl rubbed into the 
spot is often effective. Another rneth 
oil is In lay a blotting paper over the 
spot and then press over il with a hot 
flatiron, repeating this process several 
times. Care should he taken not to 
press over an oiled or varnished floor. 

To clean blankets the old fashioned 
method was to use a '‘pounder' or any 
smooth piece of wood that could he 
used to pound the soap and watel 
into the blankets, as rubbing on a 
hoard is not good for blankets. Dis¬ 
solve snap in boiling water to make a 
good suds and add a tahlespoonful of 
ammonia. Pour scalding hot over Ihe 
blankets and then with the "pounder” 
work thoroughly into Ihe blankets. 
Rinse in hot water. Put the blankets 
through the wringer and then pull into 
shape. This operation requires two 
persons, one holding one end and pull¬ 
ing against another person holding the 
other end of the blanket. 

To clean the inside of jars and bot¬ 
tles fill them with hot water and then 
stir in a tea.spoonful of baking soda. 
Shake well and rinse. 

To clean mattresses use a paste of 
cold water and starch. After Ihe mat¬ 
tresses have been thoroughly beaten 
and freed from dust spread this paste 
freshly made on all spots and expose 
to the sun for several hours; then rub 
off the starch. A second application 
of this paste should he tried if Ihe first 
is not entirely satisfactory. 

How to Utilize Old Hot Water Bags In 
the Home. 

Don't throw away your old hot wa¬ 
ter lings They make excellent linings 
for tourist eases, sponge hags, etc. 
Dover the lubber with remnants of 
cretonne or colored linen from the piece 
box. Small pieces of Ihe rubber cut 
by 1% inches and sewed with white 
thread make good protectors for sore 
fingers or to lie worn when paring 
fruit and vegetables. Stilt another 
use for the old hot water bag is to cut 
round mats from the sides to [dare 
under house plants These mats are 
just tli« thing to prelect polished sur 
faces from the moisture of the plants.
